Bhe Pulled the Trigger Twice Before 
She Was Overpowered. 


HER HUSBAND SAYS THE WOMAN HAS 
BEEN INSANE FOR SOMETIME PAST. 


Without a Word of Warning She Pointed 
the Weapon at Messrs. W.E. Winter 
and Adolph Schmid — Winter Sprang 
Over the Oounter and Grabbing Her 
Arm Secured Possession of the Re- 
volver—The Woman Placed Under 
Arrest—Her Husband’s Statement. 


Mrs. G. A. Pierrot,a lady of fifty years, 
who, by the statement of her hus- 
band, has been suffering from hysteria 
for some time, entered the Posr- 
DISPATCH counting- room this morning about 
10:20, and without havingor assigning any 
reaggn, attempted to Kil\ two clerks. 

Mrs. Pierrot ts the wife of G. A. Pierrot, 
head of a printing-house at 210 Olive. She 
lives with her husband and grown sonin a 
suite of rooms on the third floor 
at the northwest corner of Jefferson avenue 
and Market street. The family has resided 
there for several years, yet so reserved was 
Mrs. Pierrot’s disposition that she has no 
intimates in the neighborhood. 

The woman’s exploit in the Post- DISPATCH 
office was unheralded by any words 
or conduct calculated to attract 
attention to her. While Mr. 
W. E. Winter of the counting-room force 
was writing near the front counter he heard 
a pistol snap twice in quick succession, 
and, looking up, he ; 
well-dressed, vetled woman of rather less 
than medium height, but stoutly built, just 
in the act of fring a revolver at him. She 
was at the same time trying 
to address him, but her language was in- 
coherent, Mr. Winter sprang upon the 
counter, and leaning over seized 
the woman’s right wrist. Holding it witha 
‘tight grip, and while half sitting, half lying 
upon the counter he contrived to wrest the 
weaponjfrom her. 

Instantly the waman’s nerves seemed to 
give way,and before the office force could as- 
certain what the confusion all meant 
ghe wasinan hysterical paroxysm. An at- 
tempt was made to obtain an explanation 
from ber, but all that could 
be understood of her replies was that she 
had been recei¢ing insulting letters, and 
wanted revenge. 

Mrs. Pierrot first 
revolver and snapped it 
Adolph Schmid, and when 
weapon failed to discharge she 
turned toward Mr. Winter, and 
repeated the attempt. Mr. Winter 
acted tooquickly to admit of her makinga 
third attempt. The failure of the 
revolver to explode was 
due to the fact that two 
chambers of the cylinder were empty, 
. and fortunately theses empty chambers came 
first uncer the hammer, 

Officer Battersby was summoned from the 
corner of Sixth and Olive streets and 
the woman was taken to the 
Four Courts. A statement was 
made i by Mr. Winter, and then 
Mrs. Pierrot was detained until 
Dr. Priest could examine her, 
It was the opinion of Capt. Boyd and Sergt. 
Boyd that Mrs. Pierrot ls insane, 

AT THE FOUR COURTS. 

Mrs. Pierrot’s actions at the Four Courts 
were indicative of aggravated hysteria. 
She sobbed and muttered while Sergt. Boyd 
heard the statements of Officer Battersby 
and Mr. Winter, and when asked why she 
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_ ss PRONOUNCED INSANE. : “ak 

Mrs. Pierrot, the woman who caused eat 
the excitement, was sent from the Four 
Courts to the Dispénsary just before noon. 
There Dr. Warren G. Briest examined her 
rand pronounced her insane. He described 
her as suffering from ‘‘delusive mania.’’ 
She will not be sent to the asylum, however, 
as her husband is willing to take charge of 
her. , 

MR. WINTER DESCRIBES HIS EXPERIENCE. 

Mr. William E. Winter described his ex- 
perience as follows: ‘‘I was standing at my 
accustomed’ place behind the front 
counter writing, when 1 happened 
to look up, and to my amaze- 
ment 1 saw woman. standing in 
front of the counter witha revolver aimed 
directly at Adolph Séhmid. Justas I looked 
up she pulled the trigger andl shuddered as 
I heard the gun click. Fortunately, how- 
ever, it failed to go off, and it is 
simply owing to this fact Mr, 
Schmid is still alive. His desk 
is just three or four feet from the front 
counter. and as she had taken dellberate aim 
the bullet would certainly have crashed 
through his brain and killed him had 
it not failed to be discharged. It 
only took me a second to _ recognize 
her purpose, and when =I _ “heard 
the gun click I sprang at her and reaching 
over the counter grasped her by the wrists. 
Then she snapped the pistol at me, but it 
again failed to gooff. She was an unusually 
strong woman andas we struggled for pos- 
session of the pistol I jumped on the counter 
and stood there on my Knees strug- 
gling with her till Mr. Wash 
Thomas of our circulation department 
came along behind heronthe outside and 
grabbed her by the arm. Then I wrenched 
the pistol away, and while Mr. Taylor and 
Mr. Fhomasheld her, a policeman was 
summoned and arrested her. All she would 
say was ‘This paper’s been insultin’ me and 
my family for years, and I want it stopped.’ 
She wouldn’t tell who she was or what she 
was angry about, but she turned around to 
me and said ‘I intended to Kill you and then 
turn the pistol on myself.’ I went with her 
tothe Four Courts and saw her locked up.’’ 

ADOLPH SCHMID’S STATEMENT. 

Adolph Schmid, the young* gentleman 
whom theirate woman came so near mur- 
dering, told his story thus: ‘‘I was sit- 
ting at my desk here about 10:30, 
very much interested in my work, 
when I happened to look up and 
saw a woman standing at the counter with 
something in herhand. I had no idea what 
it was and not thinking she had any business 
to transact with me, Iturnedto my work 
and was writing. again when I heard some- 
thing click. Then I looked up again and saw 
the woman standing with her elbow 
on the counter and a revolver in her hand 
aimed straightat my head. Idon’t exactly 
remember what I did. I was verycalm, I 
think Irushed up to take the pistolaway 
from her, but before I got there Mr. Winter 
was on his kKneeson the counter struggling 
with her. That’s all I know about it, except 
that I’m mighty giad the gun didn’t go off. 

**I guess she just came downto kill some- 
body, and biazed away at me because I wWa&s 
the nearest.’’ 

Rudolph Sorber, a clerk who has a desk 
just opposite Mr. Schmid, was. one of the 
first tosee the woman point the gun, and as 
he did he fled to the rear of the office and hid 
hi nself in the big iron vault. 

Mr. Harry Duhring, the gentleman at the 
advertising desk, says it was a wonderfully 
fortunate thing that the gun did not go off, 
for even if it had missed Schmid it would 
certainly have struck one of the eig ht or ten 
men who were at various places in the 
counting-room in a direct line behind him, 


~ MR. PIERROT INTERVIEWED. 

The first intimation of the occurrence re- 
ceived by Mr. Pierrot was when a reporter 
for the PosT-DISPATCH called at his office 
210 Olive street. Mr. Pierrot preserved, evi- 
dently with extreme effort, a calm 
exterior. He was sitting at his 
desk.

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INSANE TRAMP. 


Deaf and Dumb Man, Who With a Knife 
Is Terrorizing People. 


The police are searching for a deaf and 
dumb tramp, who is supposed to be in- 
sane, and who has been terrorizing residents 
in different portions ofthe city.

Cat of From 10 to 15 Per Cent Made by

The matrimonial troubles of the Sundberg 
family having been thoroughly aired in the 
divorce suit of Louis Sundberg against Cath- 
erine Sundberg, which closed yesterday 
afternoon and was taken under advisement 
by the Court, another family difference was 
started and the family skeleton again shaken 
and rattled inthe equity suitof Catherine 
Sundberg against Louis Sundberg to recover 
her interest in her property. 

Miss Sundberg claims that in 1878, while 
‘ghe was unmarried, she was carrying on 
a@ profitable business in second-hand clothing 
“worth about $2,000 then, and growing every 
day. About that time Louis Sundberg pro- 
posed to live at her house to assist her in 
conducting the business. He agreed, 
she claims, to put $1,000 into the 
enterprise when he really had only $100 to 
his name, which was allthat he put in. In 
7880 she asked him to rent for hera large @65- 
tablishment where they might carry on the 
business and also let roomsto lodgers. He 
rented No. 8 Market street in his own 
name without her knowledge. From time 
to time the business increased and he 
invested her profits and his, and in 
July, 1888, they were married at his earnest 
solicitation. Sincethenthe place had been 
purchased out of the profits, and the real 
estate held by Sundberg was worth about 
$30,000. 

Mrs. Sundberg says that it is her firm belltef 
that Sundberg only married her to secure 
possession of her property and that after he 


- had done so, he hired men to try to seduce 
her, so that she should forfeit her property 
rights. A number of real estate experts 
were put on the stand to-day to testify as to 
the value of the property on the Levee and 
Market street. 

The divorce case closed yesterday after- 
‘poon with the testimony of ‘irs. Sundberg 
and Judge Dillon, after announcing that he 
would take it under advisement, imme- 
diately proceeded with the trial of the hear- 
ingof Mrs. Sundberg’s equity suit. Little 
testimony was taken yesterday previous to 
adjournment.

Paris, Feb. 9.—In an interview with Pre- 
mier Casimir Perlere the Jatter admitted that 
it Was true that the French column had been 
attacked and destroyed by the natives near 


Timbductoo. The Premier added that it was 
also true that several officers had been 
Killed; Dut he declared the French would not 
evacuate Timbuctou and reinforcements had 
already been forwardedto the commanaer 
at that place, 

The Governor of the Soudan has tele- 
graphed that Col. Bonnters’ column left on 
Dec. 1 from Timbuctooon a reconnoisance, 
and that the column was surprised while 
asleep when about three days’ march from 
Timbuctoo, 

The success of the Tuarges ts said to have 
greatly encouraged the other native tribes, 
andthe route of the French was most difi- 
cult, asthey were continually harrassed in 
their retreat. 

Upon reaching Timbuctoo the commander 
of the French forces there decided that it 
was advisable to prepare for the worst, and 
steps were immediately taken to throw up 
entrenchments in anticipation of an attack 
in force upon the part of the natives.

Peixoto’s life, the arrest of the conspirators, 
the court-martial and secret execution, all

Suppesed to Be the Work of a Gang

HovustTon, Tex., Feb. 9.—A passenger train 
on the Missouri, Kansas & Texas was wrecked 
four miles from here, last night, by supposed 
intending train robbers. The miscreants re- 
moved the ratls and fish- plates just in front 
of the high bridge at White Oak Rayou. 

When the incoming passenger train came 
along the engine went down atwenty-five- 
foot embankment, foilowed by the baggage, 
mail and smoking-car, the sleepers remain- 
ing on th@ track. The scene of confusion 
which followed wasindescribable. A panic 
prevailed among passengers and crew, 

Brakeman Joe Eliott had presence of mind 
enough to go back to warn a following 
freight, but this cost him his life. Hehad 
not gone a hundred yards when a volley 
was fired at him from ambush, and he fell 
pierced by five balls. He managed to craw} 
back to the wreck, but will dle. 

Among the injured were Lon Morris, mail 
agent, several bones broken; H. Hatton, 
express messenger, ribs broken and in a 
critical condition, and J. W. Carter, baggage 
master, internal injuries. The wounded 
were brought here. 

The greatest excitement prevails all 
through this section and posses are after the 
train wreckers. Indignationisall the more 
intense, owing to the fact that 
last Saturday night a similar at- 
tempt was made at Houston Heights, 


where the electric cars cross thetrack. Ob- 
structions were Piled atthe junction, but an 
electric car moving slowly ran into them tn- 
stead of the passenger train. The motor- 
man, who got duwn to removethe obstruc- 
tions, was fired atandjbadly wounded.

CONDUCTOR TURNEY’S STORY. 


Official Report of ths Wreck Recelved at 
the St. Lontis Office. 


The official report of the wrecking of a pas- 
senger train on the M., K. & T. Rallway,near 
Houston, Tex., last night, received in st, 
Louls by Vice-President and General Man- 
ager T.C.Purdy from Conductor C. H.Turney 


states that south-bound train No. 4, made up 
of twochair cars, one sleeper, one smoker, 
baggage and mail cars, hauled by enxzine 33, 
ingcharge of Conductor 0. H. Turney and 
Engineer Hays, was wrecked one mile 
south of Houston Heights at 8:45 
lastevening. The cause of the wreck is as- 
signed tothe fish-plates being detached and 
the removal of the spikes from the rails 

When the train reached this point the 
engine jumped = the track, followed 
by the mail, ‘baggage cars and two 
coaches. The engine rolisd down a 
twenty-five foot embankment on one side of 
the track, while the tender rolled down under 
bridge No. 2,150. 

The baggage, mail cars and coaches fol- 
lowed the engine and rested at the bottom of 
the ditch upside down. 

Passengers On the sleeper left onthe track 
setabout rescuing the passengers in the 
eoaches. Afterall the passengers and em- 
ployes were extricated from their perilous 
and uncomfortable positions 
found that a

slightly injured, while J.

A relief train was atthesceneof the acc!i- 
dent shortly after 10 o’clock and the passen- 
gers and ipjured employes conveyed to 
hiouston. 

The M., K. & T. officials are ata loss to 
know who the parties are that perpetrated 
the outrage, nor can they = surmise 
the object. jhey do not know 
whether the _ train was wrecked for 
the purpose of robbery, or by parties 
who havea grievamce against the company. 
But the purpose of robbery Is the theory 
generally believed to be the correct one. The 
officers of the road will at once set about to 
solve the problem and to place be- 
hind the bars the men implicated in 
the affairinthelrown way. No reward will 
be offered for the capture or conviction of 
any of the culprits, as the M., K. & T. some 
time since decicea that offering rewards 
for criminals did not bring about the 
desired results. Instead of offering a reward 
the company will send its own secret service 
menand expend the money which would be 
offered as a rewardinthe employment of 
detectives to run Gown the criminals. 

Shortly after Mr. Purdy was made general 
manager of the system, elght men held up 
an M., K. &T. trainin Texas. Areward of 
$40,000 was offered for.their capture and con- 
viction, but none of the robbers 
were captured, although was 
known that the Dalton gan 
made the hold-up. After atime the veward 
was withdrawn, but when fourofthe train 
robbers and desperadoes were killed at 
Coffeyville, Kan., the M., K. & T, company 
sent $5,000 to the families of the citizens who 
were killed in the skirmish. Since the 
hold-up referred to, the Katy bas ceased to 
offer rewards, and of the dozen hold-ups dur- 
ing the past two years on that road,only four 
men have escaped arrest.

An illustration of the precautions taken to 
prevent registered mail matter from going 
astray was furnished inthe St. Louis Post- 
office two daysazo. Itis almost !mpossible, 
owing to the effective system of checking in 
vogue, for sucha package to become lost. 
The clerks in the registry department work 
in pairs, one recording each package for the 
home office and the other recording it on the 


recelving sheet which must be receipted for 
when it reaches its destination and placing 
it in the proper mall-pouch. 

Two days ago the clerk performing the lat- 
ter duty In the Post-office here by mistake 
placed six registered packages inthe pouch 
for Louisville, Ky., when they should have 
goneto Atlanta, Ga. The pouch to Louils- 
ville was dispatched without the error being 
discovered, but on checking upthe mall for 
Atlanta the shortage was foun’. As the two 
sacks stand side by side 1! was at 
once concluded that the missing packages 
had gone to Loulsville, and the postmaster 
was notified by telegraph to look out for 
them and forward them to thelr proper des- 
tination. Whentbe pouch arrived and was 
examined the packages were found and for- 
warded as directed. 

Even iithe clerk receiving the sack con- 
taining the packages not recorded upon the 
way bill he had signed had been inclined to be 
dishonest it would have been impossible for 
him to steal them as his office had been no- 
tified of the mistake long before the pouch 
arrived there.
